| BERLIN OFFER POLICY OF AMERICA MORE 
IMPORTANT THAN GERMAN 


NOTE, IN PREMIERS’ VIEW 


Lloyd George and Briand Concerned Over 
Whether Harding and Hughes Will Pass 
Communication Along or Return It.

The impression of those who are 
c.ose to Lloyd George and Briand is 


that both the Prime Ministers feel 
that they cannot arrive at clear 
judgments without knowing how the 
American Government wi" treat the 
latest German note. 

Concern Over U. S. Policy. 

It is less the contents of this note 
that concerns them than whether 
Secretary of State Hughes will re- 
turn it to the Germans or transmit 
it to the allied Governments without 
comment, or whether President 
Harding and Mr. Hughes will ex- 
the proposals and forward 
them to the allies with suggestions 
and recommendations of their own.

The German Government is re-

MUNICIPAL OPERA 
PRICE INCREASE TO 
COVER EXTRA COST 


Larger Orchestra and Increase in 
Traveling Expenses Compe) 
New Schedule, it Is 
Explained. 

Announcement is made in news- 
paper advertisements today that the 
prices of seats for the Municipa! 
opera, which opens on June 7, will be 
$2, $1.50, $1, 50 and 25 cents, com- 
pared with a seale last year of $1.50, 
$1, 75, 50 und 25 cents. 

The season last year produced a 
surplus of $4000 cash and scenery 
and properties of use this vear. 
which raised the profit to between 
£6000 and $7000. 

W. E. Rolfe, who has charge of 
the ticket sales, said toda. that the 
advance in seat scale resulted from 
the need of more revenue for a larg- 
er orchestra, for increased traveling 
expenses of principals of the cast 
and chorus nucleus and by the fact 
that, for the first time, operas upon 
which there ‘are royalties will be 
given. 

Mayor Kiel, who frequently has 
referred to the opera as a popular 
institution, said today that the de- 
cision to increase prices was made at 
a meeting of the board of directors 
on Dec. 1, with more than 25 of the 
board present. He said that he did 
not think the original function of 
the Municipal Theater and the op- 
era—the entertainment of large 
numbers of the city’s population— 
would be curtailed by the price ad- 
vance.

These losses aggregated almost two 
million and are believed to have 
been due largely to the worid war, 
with its consequent exodus of bel- 
ligerent nationals, and the stoppage 
of immigration. 

German-born showed a loss of 
$18,035, Austrian-born a loss of 
600,014, Irish-born a loss of 216,571 
and Russian-born a loss of 203,783. 
While Germany had the largest loss 
numerically, Austria’s loss was rela- 
tively the largest, having been more 
than 50 per cent. 

Notwithstanding these heavy 
losses, the country’s total foreign- 
born population as just announced 
by the bureau in a preliminary state- 
ment prepared for the early use of 
Congress, showed an increase of 
358,442, or 2.6 per cent, the total 
number of foreign-born being 13.,- 
703,987. The increase is believed to 
have been the smallest both in num- 
ber and percentage ever recorded 
for any decade. In the previous 
cecade, 1900-10, the increase was 
$,174,610 or 20.7 per cent.

SHEEHAN TWINS GAVE

TO 35 INSTITUTIONS 


Four Gifts Totaled $400,000— 
John Believed to Have Given 
$85,000 to St. Louis U. 


In preaching the funeral sermon 
today over the body of John Shee- 
han, 88 years old, who died at his 
home, 2305 St. Louis avenue, Thurs- 
day, the Rev. William F. Robison, 
S. J., president of St. Louis Univer- 


sity, said that Sheehan and his 
prother, Patrick, who died in 1917, 
had given generously to every Cath- 
olic institution in St. Louis and that 
John had kept up giving after his 
brother’s death. There are about 35 
Catholic institutions in St. Louis. 

As told in the Post-Dispatch yes- 
terday, it hag been revealed since 
John Sheehan’s death that the broth- 
ers gave virtually their entire for- 
tune to the church and died appar- 
ently without estate. The sum of 
|their benefactions has not been reck- 
oned, but Archbishop Glennon has 
said that they gave $400,000 in four 
gifts of $100,000 each, besides many 
smaller gifts. It is believed that 
John Sheehan was “Donatur Igno- 
tus” (Unknown Donor), who gave 
$85,000 to the St. Louis University 
endowment fund. 

75 From Newsboys’ Home Present. 

Representatives from many of the 
institutions which the . Sheehan 
twins had befriended occupied seats 
reserved for them at the funeral 
which was in Sacred Heart Church, 
Twenty-fifth and University streets 
Among these were 75 boys from Fa- 
ther Dunne’s Newsboys’ Home, a 
large delegation from the Little Sis- 
ters of the’ Poor, several girls, ac- 
companied by sisters of SS. Mary 
and Josephs’ Orphan Asylum, Sisters 
of Mercy and a representation from 
the Oblate Sisters of Providence, who 
conduct a home for negro orphans 
in Normandy, St. Louis County. 

“All of these institutions owe a 
large part of their support to John 
Sheehan,” Father Robison said. He 
described Sheehan as having a sim- 
ple, almost childlike faith, which 
was evidenced in a most practical 
way—‘“a faith which almost drew 
back the curtains which separate hu- 
manity from its Master’s house.” 

Told No One of Good Done. 

‘The life and works of John Shee- 
han suggest the scene of the Trans- 
figuration of Christ before His Dis- 
ciples,” Father Robison continued. 
“Christ's instructions to the Disciples 
was to tell no one what they had 
seeen until after His resurrection. 
Sheehan went about in the same 
way, doing good secretly, not herald- 
ing what he was doing, always say- 
ing: ‘Don’t tell anyone until after I 


am gone.

in Effort to Win Court's 
Sympathy. — 


Volstead act offenders who sushed 
into court last week to take a@van- 
tage of the “bargain rates” for pleas 
of guilty, offered by Judge Dyer, 
were not so eager today when Judge 
Faris returned to the Federal bench.

“The present system under which 
personne! for the Federal civil sery- 
ice is secured and managed should 
be recast. 

“Reclassification should. be- by 
Statute based on investigations a]- 
ready made and further investiga- 
tion by the Civil Service Comfimis- 
sion. 

“Reclassification should be tn- 
stalled by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion and the Budget Bureau nd 
current correction made by Coir 
gress aided by these agencies, ~«w 

‘Promotion should be given stati- 
tory recognition as the preferred 
method for filling vacancies, with 
lines of promotion clearly defined 
and promotions made upon the basis 
of proved merit under civil service 
regulations. 

“All administrative officers not re- 
sponsible for determining policies 
should be included under civil serv- 
ice rules. 

“Transfers between departments 
should be regulated by executive or- 
ders consistent with the civil service 
law. ~ 

“Efficiency records should be de- 
veloped by the Civil Service Commis- 
sion. , - 

“Removal of an employe should be 
possible upon a written statement of 
reasons to the employe with oppor- 
tunity for writtem reply, but without 
right of appeal above the head 6f the 
department.”

An immediate resioration of peace 
as I then saw it, of vital im- 
portance to the world as it was the 
universal demand of all mankind. To 
delay it for the purpose of complet- 
ing the organization of a League of- 
Nations or for any other purpose 
than the formulation of terms essen- 
tial to peace seemed to me to be 
taking a risk as to the future wholly. 
unwarranted by the relative impor- | 
tance of the subjects. There is no 
question, in the light of subsequent 
events, that the peoples of the Cen- 
tral Empires possessed a_ greater) 
power of resistance to the tempta-_ 
tions of lawlessness and disorder 
than was presumed in the winter of 
1918-19 And yet it was a critical 
time. Anything might have hap- 
pened. It would have taken very lit- 
tle to turn the scale. What occurred 
later cannot excuse the delay in 
making peace. It was not wise states- 
manship and foresight that saved the 
world from a great catastrophe but 
the fortunate circumstance that a 
people habituated to obedience were 
not led astray by the enemies of the 
existing order. 

“President's Judgment Contrary to 
Mine.”’ 

Of the importance of negotiating a 
neace without waiting to complete a 
detailed plan for a League of Nations 
I was firmly convinced in those early 
davs at Paris, and I know that the 
President's judgment as to this was 
contrary to mine. He considered— 
at least his course can only be so 
interpreted—that the organization of 
a league in all its details was the 
principal task to be acomplished by 
the conference, a task that he felt 
must be completed before other mat- 
The conclusion is 
that the necessity of an immediate 
peace seemed to him subordinate to 
the necesity of erecting an interna- 
tional agency to preserve the peace 
when it was restored. In fact one 
may infer that the President was dis- 
posed to employ the general longing 
for peace as a means of exerting 
pressure on the delegates in Paris 
and on their Governments to accept 
his plan for a league. It is generally 
believed that objections to certain 
provisions of the covenant were not 
advanced or, if advanced, were 
not urged because the dis- 
cussion of objections would mean de- 
lay in negotiating the peace. 

Mr. Wilson gave most of his time 
and thought prior to his departure 
for the United States in February, 
1919. to the revision of the plan of) 
organization which he had prepared 
and to the conversion of the more 
influentia] members of the confer- 
ence to its support. While other 
questions’ vital to a _ preliminary’ 
peace treaty were brought up in the. 
Council of Ten, he showed a dispo- 
sition to keep. them open and to 
avoid their settlement until the cov- 
enant had been reported to the con- 
ference. I felt that the policy was 
wholly wrong, since it delayed the 
peace. 

Though recognizing the President's | 
views as to the relative importance 
of organizing a league and of restor- 
ing peace without delay, and sus- 
pecting that he purposed to use the 
impatience and fear of the delegates. 
to break down objections to his plan 
of organization, I still hoped that 
the critical state of affairs in Eu- 
rope might induce him to adopt an- 
other course. With that hope I be- 
gan the preparation of a resolution 
to be laid before the conference, 
which, if adopted, would appear in 
the preliminary treaty in the form 
of declarations which would consti-.
